to Light as a Result of a Law»nit 
In Illinois. 

Bloomlngton, Ills., Feb. 16. — A case 
now in progress in the circuit court of 
this city reveals a romantic story and 
may cast light on events which caused 
a sensation in business circles of Cleve- 
land a few years ago. 

Miss Olga Greenwalt, the very pretty 
daughter of a prominent business man 
of this city, and the heiress to one- 
fifth of the large estate of her father, 
became engaged to J. H. Whitney of 
Cleveland, a bookkeeper for Daykin 
Brothers, plumbers of that city. 

In 1893 Daykin Brothers' store burn- 
ed, and before the firm's books were 
examined Whitney disappeared. It 
was allged he was an embezzler to the 
extent of $10,000, and it was soon dis- 
covered that he had gone to Honolulu. 

It is alleged that Miss Greenwalt, in 
order to save her fiance from prosecu- 
tion, transferred property worth $6,000 
to make good Whitney's alleged short- 
age. Miss Greenwalt is said to have 
followed Whitney to Honolulu. 

"Honorable Co-operation." 
Minneapolis, Feb. 16. — Senator Ma- 
rlon Butler and ex-Senator Dubois ar- 
rived here to attend the Populist con- 
ference. Senator Butler said the pur- 
pose was to bring about not fusion, but 
"honorable co-operation." He did not 
think the so-called middle-of-the-road- 
ers, which was only one in a thousand, 
would stand out against it. The situa- 
tion in Minnesota is ho similar to that 
in many other western states that the 
decision of the state conference will be 
lookd upon as forming a precedent for 
action. 



Gone Into Voluntary Liquidation. 

Boston, Feb. 16.— By a vote of 8,670 
out of 10,000 shares the National City 
bank of Boston was placed in volunta- 
ry liquidation at a special meeting 
held here. The deposits and business 
of the bank have been already trans- 
ferred to the Elliott National bank, 
and the president and cashier will now 
collect the assets and the loans of the 
bank, after which it will be determined 
what dividend shall be paid to the 
shareholders. 



Suffered No Injury. 

Delaware Breakwater, Del., Feb. 16. 
— The schooner M. V. B. Chase, from 
Apalachicola Jan. 26 for Boston, strand- 
ed on the icebreaker while putting into 
tbe harbor here during a northwest 
gale. At 9 o'clock, after working two 
hours on her, the life-saving crew, with 
the assistance of a tug, succeeded in 
floating the ship. She apparently suf- 
fered no injury. 

He Owed a Bill. 

Cincinnati, O. ,Feb. 16.— United States 
Pension Examiner George R. Kessler 
has resigned by request. It is said that 
he became acquainted with a woman 
and represented himself to her as an- 
other man. The woman, it is said, 
dunned the other man in a letter for 
a bill, and the other man learned the 
facts through the aid of a detective. 

Victory For Republicans. 
Pittsburg, Feb. 16.— The municipal 
election here resulted in a decided 
victory for the Republicans not- 
withstanding tbe division in their 
ranks caused by the municipal league 
or reform ticket. The latter ticket, 
according to returns at midnight, has 
elected but one councilman. 



Garcia'* Camp Kalded. 

Havana, Feb. 16. — A Spanish report 
says General Mariorio, with 15,000 men, 
destroyed the camp of the insurgent 
General Calixto Garcia. The insur- 
gents are said to have left 15 men on 
the field. The Spanish had five men 
killed und five officers and 44 soldiers 
wounded. 



To Prevent a Boycott. 

Kansas City, Feb. 16.— The Kansas 
City, Pittsburg and Gulf road has se- 
cured, through Judge Phillips of the 
United States circuit court, a temporary 
order restraining the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fe railway from enforcing 
its boycott against the former road. 



Kicked by a Cow. 

Charleston, W. Va., Feb. 16. — Mrs 
Mallisha Carruthers was kicked and 
instantly killed by a cow. She sat down 
to milk, when the cow kicked her in 
the stomach. She was an aunt to En- 
gineer Hereford of the statehouse here, 
and the wift of a well-to-do farmer. 

Wilkinson Pleaded Guilty. 

Marion, O, Feb. 16— Lewis Wilkin- 
son, colored, who, Saturday* night, shot 
and killed James Woods and wounded 
Lizzie Johnson and Tod Fltzsimmons, 
pleaded guilty to murder in the first 
degree and was bound over to court 
without bond.

Some Strong Testimony Given 
In Favor of Zola. 



EE MIGHT BE EXONERATED. 



Expert* Declare Eaterhazy Wrote the 
Bordereau and That Dreyrus la 
lunoceut of the Crime 



Paris, Feb. 16.— M. Crepieux Janln, 
handwriting expert who testified in the 
Zola trial, denied that he attempted to 
bribe M. Teyssonnieres to modify his 
reports of the Dreyfus bordereau. 

M. Teyssonnieres, M. Crepieux Janln 
added, had declared that it was on his 
(Teyssonnieres ) report, and not on M. 
Bertillon's wuich Dreyfus was con- 
victed. This statement caused a sen- 
sation. M. Janln added that it was be- 
cause M. Teyssonnieres was angry 
with the witness for not sharing his 
opinion in regard to the Dreyfus case 
that he tried to compromise the matter. 
The witness further said he followed 
the profession of a dentist, not that of 
an expert in handwriting. 

Director Meyer of the French record 
office declared that the published fac- 
similes of the bordereau were as exact 
as possible, and he thought that Gen- 
eral Pelleux'8 contention that the fac- 
similes looked like forgeries was an 
exaggeration. Witness admitted that 
he had acted wrongly in intrusting the 
examination of the bordereau to M. 
Bertlllon, who, he asserted, had acted 
in a manner devoid of all sense. M. 
Meyer said that the handwriting of Ma- 
jor Esterhazy resembled tuat of the 
bordereau. 

Professor Ernest Moutinier of the 
College of France testified that Major 
Esterhazy's handwriting absolutely re- 
sembled that of the bordereau. 

M. Clemenceau, counsel for The Au- 
rore, read letters from Madame De Bou- 
lancy, udmitting the possession of let- 
ters which Major Esterhazy wrote her 
between 1881 and 1894. and containing 
serious animadversions on France and 
the French army. 

M. Clemenceau urged the court to 
appoint a magistrate to ask Mme. Bou- 
lancy if among the letters there was 
not one containing the following ex- 
pressions: 

First— "General Saussier [then the 
commander-in-chief of the French 
army and military governor of Paris] 
is a clown. In our country the Ger- 
mans would not show him in a circus." 
(Uproar In court.) 

Second— "If the Prussians got as far 
as Lyons they might throw away their 
guns and keep only their riding whips 
to drive the French in front of them." 
(Prolonged sensation.) 

Three amateur experts in handwrit- 
ing testified that the facsimile was an 
exact reproduction of Major Esterha- 
zy's handwriting — statements which 
caused further sensations in court. 

M. Felix Frank, a lawyer of Brus- 
sels, demonstrated his testimony on a 
blackboard. He declared Esterhazy 
was the author of the bordereau. 

Returned Bullets For Snowball*. 

Chicago, Feb. 16.— Angered at a 
crowd of mischievous boys who pelted 
him with snowballs, Rudolph Blank 
turned upon the youngsters with a re- 
volver and fired several Bhots at them. 
One of the bullets struck Joseph Kav- 
anagh, aged 16, who was among the 
snowballers, in the forehead, and the 
boy is now at the hospital at the point 
of death. Blank was arrested. 

Deed Was Void. 
St. Louis, Feb. 16.— The appeal of 
Hill, Fontaine & Company, St. Louis, 
from the decision of the United States 
circuit court of Arkansas in their suit 
against Henry C. and Laura Hite to 
foreclose a deed of trust, has resulted 
in an affirmative judgment in favor of 
the defendants in the court of appeals, 
the court holding that the deed was 
void because executed on Sunday. 



Why Pyle Pulled Out. 
Liberty, Ind., Feb. 16.— John P. Pyle 
has left Liberty. Sherman Miller's 
cigar store was recently entered and 
a collection of old coins, including 
shinpiasters, 20-cent pieces and old 
half dollars was taken, with other val- 
uables. Py'e tried to pass the old 
coins at two places. When confronted 
he admitted his guilt and agreed to 
leave town. 



Wabash In Buffalo. 

St. Louis, Feb. 16.— The Wabash 
management has completed all ar- 
rangements for the operation of its 
own freight trains as well as passen- 
ger trains to and from Buffalo. This 
will be accomplished by leases of the 
Grand Trunk and the Erie tiacks. 
which have been ratified by the re- 
spective boards of directors. 



Death of Erlaa«er. 

Frankfort, Feb. 16.— Baron Ludwig 
von Erlanger, head of tbe Erlanger 
bank, is dead. 



MURDER CONFESSED. 

Poisoned Mo HI* Wife Conld 
Weil Another. 

Clinton, la., Feb. 16.— Mrs. Ernstlne 
Bertoch, who is under arrefU charged 
with complicity in the murder of her 
first husband, Charles Selheusen, con- 
fessed the details of the crime. 

She says Theodore Berto.b. whom 
she afterwards married, put poison fn 
preserves in the presence cf herself 
and her son, William Selheusen. Her 
husband ate heartily of the preserver 
and died. 

Bertoch Is now on trial for the crime, 
but his wife's confession cun not be 
used against him.

Sentenced to Five Years. 

London, Feb. l r >.— In the central 
criminal court Lord William Nevill, 
fourth son of the Marquis of Aberga- 
venny, who was placed on trial 
charged with fraud in connection with 
the suit of Sam Lewis, the money- 
lender, against Lieutenant Spencer 
Clay to recover £11,113 due on two 
promissory notes cashed by Lord Ne- 
vill pleaded guilty of fraud but claimed 
he was not guilty of forgery. He was 
sentenced to five years penal servitude. 

Rev Guthrie's Reply. 

Indianapolis, Feb. 16.— There is 
much interest in local religious circles 
over the spirited reply which Rev. T. 
S. Guthrie of the First Universalist 
church has made to a sermon on "Sui- 
cides" preached by Rev. R. Roberts of 
Fletcher Place church, in which Rob- 
erts said that that one of the causes of 
so many suicides was the prevalence 
of Universallsm. Dr. Guthrie has re- 
plied, with some asperity, that suicides 
occur where Universallsm is unknown, 
and before it was ever known. 



Cared For HI* Iasune Wife. 

Richmond, Ind., Feb. 16.— Papers to 
admit Mrs. John Williams to the In- 
sane asylum at Indianapolis were 
made out 15 years ago, but the hus- 
band could not bear to see his wife 
sent to the madhouse, so he took care 
of her. She has grown worse and he 
now finds he is too old and feeble to 
take care of her. He applied for her 
admittance to the asylum and it wi 
held the papers issued 15 years ago 
were serviceable. 



Body of a Murdered Man. 

Nelson, B. C, Feb. 16.— The steamer 
from Kuskanook, a new town at the 
head of Kootenai lake, formerly Goat 
River landing, has brought down the 
body of DenniB Conners, who was re- 
cently murdered by a man named 
Doyle. Without any provocation Doyle 
drew a revolver, and pointing it at 
Connors said, "Dig up, or I'll shoot 
you." Conners replied, "Fire away." 
Doyle immediately fired. 

Decision Reversed. 

St. Louis, Feb. 16.— The decision of 
the lower court in favor of the de- 
fendants in the case of Michael Curran 
and others against the Ibex Mining 
company, appealed from the United 
States circuit court of Colorado, has 
been reversed and the case remanded 
in the court of appeals. The 6ult in 
volved a one-sixth interest in the Lit 
tie John lode mining claim. 



Gold Pocket In Coffee Creek. 

Redding, Cal., Feb. 16.— Another 
rich strike is reported as having been 
made in tbe Blue Jay mine of Morri- 
son gulch, a tributary of Coffee creek. 
Trinity county, by the Graver broth 
ers. The new pocket ls> said to be 
worth $60,000. It will be remembered 
that a $40,000 strike by the Graver 
brothers caused a rush to Coffee creek 
last summer. 



Will Baild a Railroad. 

Montreal, Feb. 16. — H. C. Wilkin- 
son, representing the British Yukon 
company, says the construction of a 
railroad through the White pass, from 
the head of the Lynn canal to Lake 
Bennett, will be begun immediately 
by his company. The road, which will 
be 45 miles, in length, will be com- 
pleted within 90 days of the beginning 
of tbe work. 

Woman In Male Attire. 

Akron, O., Feb. 16.— Edna Myers, a 
stranger in Akron, who has been mas- 
querading in men's clothes for the 
past week, attempted to commit sui- 
cide in George Pflug's saloon by taking 
arsenic. She took an overdose and 
will recover. Fear of arrest on account 
of having been engaged in a fight 
caused the woman to make the at- 
tempt. 

Swallowed a Bone. 

Columbia City, Ind., Feb. 16.— Maty, 
the 12-year-old daughter of Rev. Jung- 
kuntz, swallowed a piece of bone about 
an Inch in length, which lodged in the 
lower portion of her throat, and so 
far has baffled all efforts of the phy- 
sicians to dislodge It, and they seem 
to be unable to locate it with certainty. 
The child is in a precarious condition.

fhe Loud Second-Class Mall Bill Wilt

Washington, Feb. 16. — In the house 
Ihe time was devoted to the considera- 
tion of bills and Joint resolutions, and 
16, of more or less public importance, 
were passed. An order was also enter- 
ed by unanimous consent for the con- 
sideration of the Loud bill relating to 
•econd-class mail matter on March 2 
and 3, and the order for the considera- 
tion of the bankruptcy bill was so mod- 
ified that the final vote shall be taken 
on Saturday instead of Monday. 

In the Senate. 

Washington, Feb. 16. — A resolution 
of inquiry offered by Mr. Harris of 
Kansas precipitated a spirited discus- 
sion of the PaciHc, railway in the sen- 
ate. 

The resolution called upon the attor- 
ney general for the reasons which in- 
duced him to abandon his plan of re- 
deeming the first mortgage bonds of 
the Kansas Pacific branch of the Union 
Pacific and having the road operated 
by a receiver. 

Mr. Harris denounced tbe present 
plan to sell the road at the bid of the 
reorganization committee as defraud- 
ing the government of something more 
than $6,000,000. 

Mr. Foraker explained the view 
taken of the matter by the administra- 
tion, showing the president was con- 
vinced the reorganization committee 
proposed to pay for the road all it was 
worth. 

The resolution was finally passed in 
amended form.

To the People by the Free Silver 
ers of the Country. 

Washington, Feb. 16. — Addresses on 
behalf of the Democratic. Populist and 
silver Republican parties, which are the 
result of the conferences which have 
been in progress among the leaders of 
these parties at the capital for the past 
few weeks, were issued. 

They seek to unite the members of 
the three parties in future elections 
upon the financial issue as the question 
of paramount importance, and are sep- 
arate appeals to each of the parties 
consolidated on the lines for this pur- 
pose. 

The address to Democrats is signed 
by Senator James K. Jones of Arkan- 
sas, chairman of the Democratic na- 
tional committee, and indorsed by th* 
Democratic congressional committee; 
that to the Populists by Senator Ma- 
rion Butler, chairman of the Populist 
national committee, and the 25 other 
Populist members of the seriate and 
bouse, and that of the silver Republic- 
ans by Chairman Charles A. Towne 
and the sliver Republicans in the sen- 
ate and the house, and also by ex-Sen- 
ator Dubois. 



De Lome Has Ilcparted. 

Washington, Feb. 16. -The late Span- 
ish minister. Senor Dupuy de Lome, ac- 
companied by Madame De Lome and 
their two sons, left Washington at 4 
p. m. for New York, whence they sail 
for Liverpool. A large delegation from 
the diplomatic corps, accompanied by 
their wlvcij, gave a hearty au revoir at 
tbe station to their late associate. 
Mme. De Lome carried a bouquet of 
red roses, and several baskets of flow- 
ers were carried by the attendants and 
placed in the car occupied by the De 
Lome party. 

Whereabouts of Gomez. 

New York, Feb. 16.— T. Estrada Pal- 
ma. head of the Cuban junta, has re- 
ceived a letter from General Maximo 
Gomez, commander In chief of the 
Cuban army, dated at Mayajigua, Feb. 
8. It says in part: "There is no truth 
In the report that I had crossed the 
trocha into Camaguey. Our camp is in 
the Sancti Spirit us district, where it 
has been during the last 14 months."

Act for protection to dogs and adding 
$'-> tax. 

Act amending the code, preventing 
suit for settlement of the estate before 
nine months after death of deceased. 

Repealing the primary election law. 

Providing punishment for the father of 
bastards. 

Appropriating $",,400 to buy land for 
Lakeland Asylum. 

In the Senate the following new bills 
were introduced: 

An act regulating the practice in civil 
cases so that warning orders shall stand 
for trial at the term at which defendant 
is warned to defend. 

An act prohibiting banks and trnst 
companies from paying interest on de- 
posits of money or issuing interest bear- 
ing certificates of money deposits. 

There was a lively fight in the Senate 
over the Roberts prohibition bill that 
had been reported favorably, and the 
Senate adjourned pending the discussion. 
The bill makes the county instead of the 
precinct the unit in local option elections. 
Under the proposed law, if a majority of 
the voters in a countv vote "dry," then 
liquor trathc in the entire county would 
be prohibite d.

Tiie Tourists Go Sight-Seeing at Home— Mr. 
Mtllvain s Interesting Collection 
of Curios. 



Your correspondent, with several mem 
ben of the Tourist Club, had quite an nn 
expected treatiTuesday morning, which [ 
we regard something in the nature of a 
"find," as so few know of the treasure 
within our gates. In our course of study 
their was mention of the Taj Mahal, the 
tomb built by Emperor Shah Jahan over 
the remains of his favorite wife, Mnmtaza 
Mahal, at Agra. It is considered one of 
the sevan modern wonders of the world. 
When we were told that Mr. W. W. Mc 
Ilvain had among the curios collected 
during his travels a realistic reproduction 
of the temple in miniature, we lost no 
time in approaching the gentleman upon 
the subject, and were most cordially in- 
vited (at our own earnest suggestion) to 
inspect the treasure. 

Next to the Alhambra, the Taj Mahal 
is the finest specimen of the Saracenic 
art in architecture extant. One quite 
realizes this in looking at the lace-like 
traceries and grilles, more like a frost 
work palace on a window pane than the 
work of human hand9 in marble. In- 
deed I think Mr. Mclluain owns the eev- 
enth wonder of the world, rather than 
Agria. It seems a fairy's dream in sea- 
foam— anything but what it is, marble. 
To speak of the miniature domes and 
minarettes, and things I don't know the 
names of, would give little idea of its 
wonderfulnesa. It must be seen to be 
appreciated. 

But this is only one item in a cabinet 
of rare curiosities, from ostrich eggs to 
the genuine war clubs and boomerangs, 
from the dreadful looking creatures who 
wear their earrings in their noses. I do 
not recall if Mr. Mcllvaih said that he 
wrested these weapjnus from their own- 
ers or not, but he must have learned to 
throw the boomerangs,— because they 
came bask, and now repose in peace in 
Maysvilk. 

I cannot pass over the magnificent col- 
lection of photographs, evincing the con- 
noisseur in the ehoosing.and representing 
things oi iuterest the world arjund, over 
which days should have been spent in- 
stead of moments. 

Your correspondent was raised within 
two hours' ride of Corcoran's Art Gal- 
lery, Smithsonian Institution and the 
National Museum oi Washington, and 
knows their contents by heart, but will 
make bold to say that nothing approach- 
ing the Taj Mahal for historical interest, 
wonder of execution and mere beauty can 
be found in any of them.
